Narrative Summary:

Encycle/Asarco, Texas:  In phase two of the ASARCO initiative, Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) in
conjunction with   the Texas Natural Resource Conservation Commission (TNRCC),  filed a civil action in the United
States Courts Southern District of Texas, on April 15, 1999,  against in part, ASARCO/Encycle, and ASARCO
facilities in Amarillo and El Paso, Texas.  The action against the Texas facilities resulted in an agreed civil penalty of



$5.5 million ($3.5 million for EPA and $2 Million for TNRCC) and $6.7 million in supplemental environmental projects
(SEPs) and injunctive relief.  The environmental projects included two recycling projects, a green belt (natural habitat)
project and a paving (dust control) project.   The injunctive relief included two recycling projects (used tire recycling
and electrowining) , and a management audit program, as well as requiring the proper treatment, storage, and disposal
of  approximately 5000 tons of waste contaminated with lead, cadmium, and arsenic. If handled improperly,  Lead,
Cadmium, and Arsenic are highly toxic and pose a substantial danger to the health, welfare, and safety of persons who
may have been subject to exposure either through air, soil, or groundwater.  The Encycle facility was required to apply
for and receive permits to treat, store, and dispose of waste, and to perform facility wide corrective action including
closure of  two lagoons.  

EPA Region 6, Issues Largest Penalty Against Ultramar Diamond Shamrock for UST Violations:  On
November 24, 1999, Ultramar Diamond Shamrock agreed to pay the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (EPA)
$375,866 in settlement of EPA’s January 1999 administrative penalty order for violations of federal and state
underground storage tank regulations.  Ultramar Diamond Shamrock, headquartered in San Antonio, Texas, was cited
for its failure to report and investigate suspected releases, conduct adequate leak detection and monitor corrosion
protection systems on metal components of the underground storage tanks containing gasoline and/or diesel fuels.  The
Order involved nine stations in Texas and two in Arkansas.  A majority of the violations occurred  while the stations
were owned by Total Petroleum, Inc.  Ultramar Diamond Shamrock acquired these stations and has been cooperating
with EPA to correct the violations and prevent them from occurring in the future. Failure to comply with the
underground storage tank requirements can allow leaks from tanks and/or piping to go undetected and contaminate the
soil and groundwater, or cause explosions.  Ultramar has 60 days from the effective date of the Consent Agreement
and Consent Order to pay the penalty.  This is the largest penalty for UST violations in Region 6.

J. B. Baggett’s Superior Bumper Exchange, Inc. (D/B/A/ Superior Chrome Plating) Houston, TX:   On
November 22, 1999, EPA filed a Multimedia Consent Agreement and Consent Order (CACO) against J.B. Baggett’s
Superior Bumper Exchange, Inc. (d/b/a/ Superior Chrome Plating or “Respondent”).  The CACO resolved the
allegations of the Multimedia Complaint filed on September 20, 1999, for violations of the Resource Conservation and
Recovery Act (RCRA), and the Clean Water Act (CWA).  RCRA violations included failing to determine that a solid
waste was also hazardous, and treating and storing hazardous waste without a permit or interim status and without
meeting the permit exemption requirements.  The CWA violation included operating its facility without having a storm
water permit and pollution prevention plan.  All violations were determined as a result of a Compliance Evaluation
Inspection (CEI) conducted at Respondent’s facility by EPA representatives.  Sample analysis results exhibited
hazardous waste characteristic for toxicity, which supported inspection report findings.  Respondent agreed to pay a
penalty (assessed for both RCRA and CWA violations) of $35,500.00 within twenty-four (24) calendar months.

Motiva Enterprise LLC, Port Arthur, Jefferson County, TX:  On September 29, 1999, the Environmental
Protection Agency filed a civil action against Motiva Enterprise in Port Arthur, Texas  for violation of the newly listed
Petroleum Refinery wastes of the Resource Conservation Recovery Act.  On November 5, 1999, the Consent
Agreement and Consent Order was filed for Motiva Enterprises.   civil penalty was assessed, settled and paid in the
amount of $28,482.  Prior to enforcement action, Motiva voluntarily commenced the remediation of the hazardous
waste material. The actual compliance cost for this action, excluding waste disposal cost was $296,698.
